Tho followini; Interview appears in the 
Smpiro, whose correspondent; met Sir John 
Thompson on the' Parisian at Rimonaki oh 

his return from Paris. Tho Premier spoke 
aa foUowa : 

"The tribunal has been almost ooastantly 
ei];)raged aince 22nd March; the tivo months 
have been months of steady work, aa can bo 
judged from the fact that the printed 
volumes composing the oases, counter cases, 
and argument on each aido number 17, 
avernginf,' 5IJ0 pages eacli, and tlio oral ad- 
dreaaoa of counsel comprise seven separate 
folio volumes.

Mr. (iram, tho arbitrator appointed by- the 
Iviug of Sweden and Norway, is the Mlnla- 
Icr lor Foreign Atfiiira in that country, and 
was for t.vvelvc ycura a member of tho Mixed 
Tribunal in Egypt. ' 

; ''I dissented from Lord Hannen on some 
features of the regulations, but I am bound 
to Bay that Lord Hannen from first to last 
exhibited the strongeat dolormination that

both as to tho legal qucationa and as to tho 
regulations, and that he was not in tho 
slightest degree moved by the persistent 
efforts which was made trom beginning to 
chd to divide the Qritiih from Canadian in- 
iiiterosta in this matter. 

"The more importanb points of the dis- 
cbsgioD, other than, those which ap- 
pear on tho face* of the report 
ot the tribunal, will bo sot forth 
in the protocols, which will be made public 
before many weeks, by tho authority of the 
tribunal itself, I dieseated from 

i THE llECaLATIONS, 

as a whole, because I considered them ill- 
adapted to the preseryatiion of the seal 
race, and in soma particulars unnecessarily 
severe against the indnstry of pelagic seal- 
ing, as condnoted by bothXTnited States and 
Canadian yesaels. ' Ihe 60 mile zone around 
^be islands I consider ezolusive and injuri- 
ous to pelagic sealing, on account of tho 
difficulty of ascertaining the locality of 
vessels. During the sealing season fogs 
are very prevaleat, and the vessels in 
order to be quite safe must keep at a much 
reator disstancethaa that prescribed. Thia, 
J thought, was likely to occasion some hard- 
ship to tho scalers, although as regards the 
catch of seals, if the great mass of evidence 
is to bo relied upon no groat reduction of 
catch would bo oirccted by the CO-mile 
zone, as the greater proportion of sealing 
is done ontaidc of that limit. The 

CI.OSK SEASON 

is not such us I sliouUi have desired or con- 
sidered suitulile for the purpose of protect- 
ing the seal race. It leaves open to the 
pelagic scalers the months cf January, Feb- 
ruary, March and April, and statistics de- 
rived from the logs of sealing vessels show 
that the catch is very considerable during 
these months. It represents one-fourth of 
tho entire catch in the Pacific ocean outside 
of Bohring sea. During these months tho 
seals, especially females, are proceeding 
northwards towards Behring sea along tho 
coast of California towards and beyond 
Vancouver ^island. These female seals are 
almost without exception gravid, that is, 
in pup, at that time, and bound for the 
Pribyloli' islands, where they give birth to 
their young within tho lirst fifteen days 
aftci" arrival. Thu catch during these early 
months of the year is thcrelore the catch of 
gravid femalts, Ab regards Behring 
sea the seals enter that sea 
about the -first of July and tlio 

HKSTRRTTIONS AUK TOO STKINOK.NT. 

The sealing is proliibited during the month 
ofjulyiuid ia allo-.veii during August and 
SeptiMiiber. Practically, tlio catch in seals 
ia not relied on after tho middle of tho 
month on acL'ouut of tlio stormy weather 
uud I he uiiiall si/.e of the vessels Chan en- 
gaged in sealing, 

" 1 could not coreur in tho jiropnsal to 
abolish the ute of lirearuis in Holirun; Sea. 
J dill not think the evideuco justiliod it. 
About forty vvituessea testified that there 
hud been great exaggeration on tho subject 
of ' waatu by shooting,' and that the actual 
loaa would not exceed or 10 p ^r cent,, but 
upwards of 100 witneaaca ])ut the waste at 
from 2.") to tM por cent. On both aides of 
tho (luestion I might a iy that there were 
witn'Bsesoa bohalf of tho United States 
and Canada. biuLlier thu 

riioimiiTio.v or rniKAU.'M.s 
may not bo so injurious to pelagic scaling aa 
haa been suppo.Hcd. Uy far the larger num- 
ber of huutera employed on the vessels are 
Indians, who are very tkilful in the uao of 
tho spear, and the recovery of tho aeal after 
being atnick liy thu Indian hunter's spear is 
almost certain, There aro more than one 
thouauiul Indians on tho Pacilic C'oaat 
skilled in tho ubr of these weapons. My 
notion about the close lime was that it 
would have been better to have allowed 
pelagic .■icaliiig after llio Ist of July, and to 
huvo restricted tho liuainosH during the 
early months of tho yciii-. Ju that case, 
tho sealing would practically bo contincd to 
liehring Sea, and wo .•ihonld have avoided 
on the ono hand tlio destruction of female 
Reals with pup, because all that would bo 
taken in July, August and September out- 
sido of tho zone around the islands would 
have boon seals dolivorod of their young, in 
so fur as the female oatflh is concerned, and 
on tho other hand the scalers would havn 
been spared tho inoonvenionco of their seaaon 
being broken in two, as it ia now, by tho 
months of May, June and July being cloaed. 
Caaadians, in forming an opinion of the 
regulationa generally, must boar in mind 
two or three 

I.K\I)IN(: I'ROI'OKITIONS 

which had great weight in tho minds of the 
arhitratora. One was, that before the de- 
liberations begun, it was in effect admitted 
by the terms of the treaty that regulations 
were absolutely necessary if the seals were 



not to bo exterminated within a few years, 
That has been admitted in tho British dip- 
lomatic correspondence preceding tho treaty, 
and, in fact, it was admitted by tho treaty 
itself; ;<nhioh. declared that the arbitrators 
ahoald' make 'such regnlations as might be 
necessary, and it was acknowledged by 
the liritiah Commissioners, Sir George 
Badcn-Powoll and Mr. Dawson, after a 
long and careful inquiry into the details of 
seal life. Tho consc(i^uenco was, that the 
treaty exempted from all considoration of 
tho arbitrators the question of seal killing 
on tho Prityloff islands, aa the ..breed* 
iug ground of all seal within . three 
miles of shore. . The United States GoTern- 
ment would not only make a treaty which 
exempted every consideration of land and 
water . within the jutisdlotton of either 
nation^ Xbis, I suppose, may be oonsldered 
an aaswer to those who urge that the Am- 
ericans are not under as severe regulations 
as .Canadians, considerii^g the opportuni- 
ties they have for taking seal on the islands. 
I may add that by the regulations in force 
respecting the ialands, no female seal is 
allowed to be killed at any aeaaon, and tho 
maximum number of seals pormitted to be 
killed dm jog any ono year is 100,000. Tho 

DICCLINB OF HHAL LIl'H. 

has been bslioved bo considerable that the 
maximum was reduced to about ;>() 000 thrte 
years ago. Since that time the moduH viccnili 
has been enforced and the catch has been 
reduced to 7,000 each year, which is barely 
suflicient for the support of the Indians. I 
considered that tho legulations shonld be 
limited in their duration to aperiod of at 
least 10 years, seeing how very many details 
of seal life important to the framing of 
proper regvlationa are yet unknown. For 
these reasons I was unable to ooucar in the 
regulations as a whole, while, on the other 
hand, both of the arbitrators for the United 
States deoUned to vote for them as being 
quite inadequate to the preservation of the 
seal race. 'Xhe United States connsel had 
from the £rBt contended that nothing short 
of 

ABsoLrTE rRoiiinmojT 
of killing of seals by the people of cither 
country could save the seals from extermin- 
ation. Mr, Justice Harlan and Mr. Mor- 
gan conscientiously and lirmly hold this 
opinion from first to last. Theao regulations 
as originally framed were much mora severe 
than they cro now, and daya of discussion 
in tho tribunal no doubt so confirmed the 
United States arbitrators in the opinion, 
that they declined to be responsible for 
them. Lord Hannen supported my conten- 
tions as to the points, and ho finally gave 
his adhesion to the regulations aa now pro- 
pounded, although considering that the CO- 
milo zone was too great, and having great 
hesitation about tho prohibition of firearms 
in liehring Sea. 

"I may say," B&id Sir John, with empha- 
sis, "that if Lord Hannen did not give his 
adhesion, no regulations could have been 
adopted. The three neutral arbitrators 
were favorable to these regulations, but 
were in the minority of the tiibnnel, and 
Lord Hannen's assent was necessary, there- 
fore, to constitute the majority. 

"If regulations bad not been adopted, no 
award would have been possible, oven on 
the"15W8tli>HT*f right, unless, indeed, wc 
wore able to award, by a majority, that no 
regulations were neocHsary, which would 
have been an impossible oondasion. The 
reason why 

NO AWARD COULD HE .MADE 

was that a final award was necessary, in or- 
der to be binding on cither country. An- 
other reason why tho United States arbi- 
trators were greatly dissatified over the ex- 
emptions of the Indians from the regula- 
tions, both as to tho close aeason and as to 
firearms, the evidence showed that tho In- 
diana' catch amounts to 10,000 seals a year. 
According to my view, it would 
hare been impoasiblo to have enforced 
regulations against the Indiana of the 
Pacific coast, aa they wonid have regarded 
it as a tyrannical and UDreasonable abuse 
that the privilege of Bealtng, which they 
had from timo immemorial enjoyed 
should bo regarded as .. a crime. 
The United States arbitratore, on the 
other band, considered that the In- 
dian catch during the close season 

Miaax BE VEBy destsdoxive 
and might be made use of for commercial 
purposes to a maoh greater extent than has 
hitherto been the case, when the (oals could 
be captured by vessels at all seasons, I may 
add that the Indians are at liberty to take 
seala for any purpose whatever, and not 
merely for thojr own "use. The Indians 
will, of course, be still at liberty to bo en- 
gaged on sealing vesaols, but tho exemption 
to which I have referred gives them the 
right at all seasons and by all methods to 
pursue the seals in their canoes and boats 
aa heretofore." 

"Mr. Bayard,'during tho former Adminis- 
tration of Mr- Cleveland, endeavored to got 
the other niarititno countries to consent to

which might be aEcroed upon between Great 
Britain and the United States. Oply one 
or two other nations showed any interest or 

willingness in the matter. The letter of 

r>ord Sal iabury urged upon Mr, Bayard that 
the assent of the nations ought to be a con- 
dition precedent to tho adoption of regula- 
tiona. Mr. Blaine's reply practically was 
that before sucli consent could bo obtained, 
the seals would bo exterminated, and that 
only ono vessel had appeared in tho buvinesa 
of pelagic sealing carrying another Hag than 
that of Britain or the United ytutes. When 
the treaty was .-jigned, Lord Salisbury inti- 
mated thatlie would at least submit to llioar- 
bitratoraclu) necessity for other nations being 
bound. Mr. Blaino protested that that 
would bo against good faith, and, 
finally, the matter was allowed to 
atund on a provision of the treaty, 
which binds tho two countries to use 
their best endeavors to Bocuro tho adhesion 
cjf other powora. Great Britain and the 
United States are bound by treaty obliga- 
tion to adopt the legislation which may be 
necessary to make tho regulations effective, 
and then as to ' 

COMI'ICNTSATION 

for our sealers who have been unjustly treat- 
ed by tho United States, Canadian sealers 
Imvo been conipcnsatcd to tho extent of up- 
wards of 8100,(100 by tho British Covorn- 
merit for abstaining from hunting seala in 
Behring Sea under tho n'oihi^ riv< iirii, the 
compensation being given only tn thoao ves- 
sels which did not, rreeivc information of 
the modus riraidi being adopted 
after having sailed. Aa regariis the 
veaaelsaeized and other personal wrongs done 
to the aealcrs, tho matter stands thua ; 
Tho decision in the (jnoslion of right states 
beyond diapube that; tho Ujiited States 
Government did wrong in seizing these ves- 
tels and harraasiog our people, and it ia a 



forgone conclusion that damages must bo 
paid by way of compensation. The claims 
for these damages have all been filed by the 
Canadian Government with tho British 
Government, and have boon carefully ad- 
justed and examined so far aa possible. The 
United Statea Governmoot from the begin- 
ning refused jurisdiotion to the arbitrators 
to fix" f-; Ti/i r:;';;;i-'-:,' • '■V'''"':'^ ' 
LIABILITY' FOB THESE CLAIMS 

beyond the mere aiuthority to decide upon 
the right of VthO; United States to seize. 

."I have^np.ddnbt that a commiesion to 
decide daniiiges* will be appointed by the 
United States Government, and that per- 
fect good faith will be observed by, the 
United States in following out the decision 
of the tribunal. 

Canada has reaped advantoge, and 
great advantage, from tho decision, for tho 
following reasons : By tho contentioua of 
the United States that country would have 
secured absolute dominion over tho Behring 
sea for all purposes. It would have 
established tho ownership of the 
United States in every seal which resorts 
to Behring Sea, on the ground that, being 
bordering on tho property of the United 
States, the Government of that country had 
right of property in the seal, and the right 
to protect that property wherever the seal 
went. Thia meant 

AN ABSOLUTE UONOFOLY 

of the pursuit of the seal, both on land and 
sea, and it carried with it the right to seize 
every vessel, British or otherwise, engaiged 
in that pursuit, as well as more extensive 
rights as far as Behring Sea itself is con- 
cerned. 

" Th" gravity of this condition and of the 
situation which resulted from it can bo esti- 
mated from tho fact that nineteen of our 
vessels hove been seiztfd; that some of these 
have been confiacated with their cargoes and 
condemned by the Sitka courts, and that 
numbers of our people have aufloredfrom 
imprisonment and other hardahips. 

" There could have been but one solution 
of this diiiicult situation if arbitration was 
not resorted to, and that was war ; and I 
need not even suggest to the Canadian 
people the horrors which would result 
from such an unhappy mode of settle- 
ment. For the last seven yoara the 
Canadian Government has been per- 
sistently pressing to have this settled, 
in order to get radrcas for our people who 
had sufTered wrong by the seizures, and 
in order to have these questions of right, 
which are of such importance, as regords 
the Pacific ocean finally settled. During 
the same period tho Government of the 
United States has been pressing its demand 
for regulations. The middle course the 
Canadian Government steadily pressed upon 
Lord Salisbury, so that tho question of 
right should bo determined by some impar- 
tial tribunal. I think that the reanlts will 
show' the'poUoy of the Canadian Govern- 
ment wsis a prudent one," 



BUSINESS FOE THE BOAED. 

Three Important Itcsolntlona Which Aid. 
McKllUcan Will Present to the City 
Council at a Special Ueetlng This After- 
noon. 

A special meeting of the City Council 
has been called for 2:30 o'clock tbia after- 
noon by His Worship, the Mayor. There 
are several important matters of business to 
be brought forward, including the following 
resolutions, notice of which was duly given 
yesterday morning by Aid. W. D. MoKilli- 
can. 

"Resolved, that that portion of a resolu- 
tion of tho Council, passed on the 9th day 
of August, 1893, which awarded tho Spring 
Ridge surface drain contract to Messrs. H. ■' 
H. McDonald & Co., at $9,784, and that 
portion of u resolution of tho Council, 
passed on the 14th day of August, 1893, 
which authorized the City Clerk to affix 
the corporate seal to tho contract awarded 
for tho above work to Messrs. H. 
H, 'McDonald & Co., bo hereby re- 
scinded and annulled; and that the 
Spring Ridge surface drain be constructed 
in brick and the oohtroot for the same be 
hereby awarded to Messrs. Gbughlan & 
Mayo at $8,935,351, and that the eity clerk 
be authorized to affix the corporate seal to 
the.oontraet.* 

" Resolved that all persons resident upon 
or owning property along the line of the 
snrtace drains where there is no sewer, be 
permitted to connect their premises tempor- 
arily with tho surface drains, only surface 
water being allowed to enter the drains 
where a sewer is available for carrying off 
sewage matter." 

" Reaolvcd that Messrs. F. W. Adams 
and William P. Sayward bo notified to re- 
move immediately, at their own expense, 
the fences, buildings and other obstructions 
belonging to them on tho aouih side of 
View street, between Cook and Ormond 
streets, back to the street line aa defined by 
the City Kngineer,for the purpose of widen- 
ing tho said street to the uniform width of 
sixty feet, said removal having been agreed 
to by tho said F. W. Adams and William 
P. Sayward in their letter to the Council, 
dated the 2ad of May last.

Changes in Enropean Cavalry Brougrht 
. About by iSmokelesa 
Powder. • 



Decidedly the most important nowa re- 
cently recoivod by our military and naval 
authorities in Europe is the great success of 
the French experiments with an American 
invention, the Sima-Ediaoa torpedoi The 
osporiments extended through five daya, 
and tended to show that thia method of de- 
fence against an attacking squadron is supe- 
rior to all others. It fact, it would seem 
yossible easily to destroy any hostile vessel 
at a distance of 2.^ miles, and there is no 
reason why thia torpedo, which can bo 
steered perfectly by nieana of a wire, should 
not be operated from a vessel aa well aa 
from the shore. The advantage of having 
a station on shore is that it can bo eatub- 
lishod quite out of the enemy's sight or 
knowledge. If this torpedo will do all that 
It seems to have done in the I" reuch hands 
at Toulon, both fortiacations and ironoluda 
may bo dispeuaed with in protecting a har- 
bor, or any narrow passage by water against 
entrance by ships of an enemy. 

The details of these experiments are very 
ineereating. On the first day the objeoc 
wos to tost the accuracy with which the 
torpedo could be steered to sea, and al- 
though tho water was very rough the tor- 
pedo was steered around three buoys in 
succession, the heavy waves not afifeoting it. 
The Bcoond day was taken up with a run of 
two and a quarter niiloa for speed, steering 
]>ower and electric explosion of the cartridge 
representing tho charge of tho torpedo. The 
two buoys were placed out at sea parallel to 
the coast, and tho order was to steer round 
the first, then turn to the right and steer 
round the second a mile off, then go out to 
Boa and explode the cartridge on the order 
being given. To steer a straight course 
parallel to tho operator and nearly a 
mile off rc([uire8 great experience. 
It waa considered impossible to 
note, from shore, when deviations 
took place which affected the speed, though 
these ore well observed by those at sea ; 
hence the speed of this trial was thirteen 
knots. The buoys wore steered round in a 
perfect mmaer, and tho cartridge exploded 
when ordered at the end of the course of 
two and a quarter miles. On the third day 
a creat number of French and foreign 
officers were present to witness their ar- 
rangements for deciding if the torpedo could, 
with any chance of success, attack a man- 
of-war trying to enter the harbor at full 
speed. To accomplish their design, the 
committee directed a torpedo boat to tow a 
buoy at full speed, the distance from the 
torpedo boat to tho buoy being that of the 
length of an ironclad ; and in this instance 
the engineer was directed to operate, if pos- 
sible, and explode the cartridge represent- 
ing the charge. The distance of tho tor- 
pedo boat was not given, but, as it ap- 
proached at full speed, the torpedo 
was seen to dash at the interval, and, not- 
withstanding the very rough sea, this was 
readied and the explosion made olose to the 
buoy. The distance run was 2{ miles, and 
the speed estimftted in a stormy sea at 
about 15 knots. On the fourth day three 
tiuoya were moored in a straight line of 
1,500 metres, and ofUcers placed in boata, 
with atop watches, at each buoy. Making 
no allowance for the inexperienced steerer, 
the official time gave a speed of 15.9 knots, 
10 which they said two knots could be 
added if the course had been straight. Tho 
fjfth run waa made ou the night of July "iO, 
to see if tho electric light on board the tor- 
pedo boat could bo seen, and if she could be 
steered. On this occasion, one of the French 
officers, a member of the committee, was 
invited to steer the torpedo, when tho ad- 
vantage of his skill and experience as a 
pilot was at once seen. The committee 
were of the opinion that the electric light 
on board should be more powerial, which 
was accomplished. 

TIIK IMI'UOVEMKNT OF THE OAVALBV 

is now engaging a large amount of the at 
tontion of the military authorities of every 
nation in Europe. The Germans have de 
cided that their cavalrymen shall be taught 
how to construct field work, for which a 
new drill book has recently been issued, 
and each cavalry division is to be supplied 
with enough folding boats for a pontoon 
bridge 150 feet long. In Russia, Prince 
Vladimir, coriimandiDg tho forces in St, 
Petersburg district, has recently iaauod a 
new set of orders rendered neceaaary in 
training troops, on account of the changed 
conditions arising from the use of small bore 
magazine rifles and smokeless powder. In 
these orders he says, "all success is baaed 
upon tho energetic action of cavalry." A 
>iigh Russian officer, who has recently pub- 
lished an important work on the Russian 
army, proposes civalry raids after the Am 
erican model, a Huggestion that might 
be serviceable in case of a war with (ler 
many and Austria-Hungary. In these raid; 
detachments of about luO Fquiidrons, sup 
ported by mounted artillery, and with as 
Uttle in the way of incumbrance as poasihle, 
■bould advance with the utujoat possible 
rapidity, destroy tho telegraphic coiiimuni- 
oations, pull down bridges, disturb tho mob 
Uization of the enemy, destroy their weap 
cms, burn down oiUoes, with all writing ma' 
torials, and, in slav countries, arrange popU' 
lar risings, and form armed bodies to assist 
the Russian invaders. The writer laments 
that Russia, without the aid of tho Coa- 
sacks of the second and tl\{jd rauk, who are 
however, not always within reach, scarcely 
possesses cavalry enough to make these 
raids successful, and hence ho proposea that 
they should bo carried on with the help of 
mounted infantry. 

THE iu:ci:nt km'losion 
;i'"e:!>aturcly of a charge in a 10,2'2'inch 
Krupp gun ou board tho German vessel 
lladen, which resulted in tho death of two 
lieutenants and seven men, waa not so 
EcriouB a matter for the gunmaker oa the 
first report indicated, which said that the 
gun itself had exploded. Krupp's guns, it 
appears, never explode. 

NEW JAPANESE CRITISEK. 

A commission of Japanese officials is 
now in England for tho purposo of in- 
specting tho new Japanese cruiser 
Yoshino, which has just been completed 
by yir W. 0. Armstrong, Mitchell & Co. 
at Newcastle • on - Tyne. This vessel, 
which is built substantially on tho aamo 
llnoa tts tho Argentine cruiser Ninth of 
July, which appoart d in the naval parado 
in Now York harbor in May, has a length 
of 350 feet, a beam of 10 feet (i inohea, and 
fc'dispraoement of about 4,000 tona. Her 
^edntr^k6t speed ou natural draught waa to bo 
21 knots, and on her trial ahu gave half n 
kn0ti more than' that number. She carries 
four e-ln'oh guns, eight 1.7 guns; and 22 
quick-firing three-pounders, and she has five 
torpedo tubes. The helm can bo put from 
hard-a-port to hard-a-starboard in 13 sec- 



onds, and tho engines can be reversed from 
full apeed ahead to full speed astern in a 
few aeconda. She can turn in a oirolo of 
375 yards' diarauter, and is thus a very 
handy vessel. • ■ ,

The Government Takes Over the "Mudlark"— 
The Bark "Dominion" Belenscd. 

Every steamer which has arrived from 
San Francisco during the past few months 
has brought largo numbers of Californians 
on their way to tho World's Fair ; they 
leave tho ships at Victoria and go East over 
the G.P.R. The Umatilla, which arrived 
yesterday afternoon, had over 70 of these 
passengers, besides those whoso destination 
waa Victoria.

The Kegulations and The/r Effect on 
tbe Canadian Sealing' 
Industry. 



The following interview with Dr. George 
M. Dawson, ono of the Cunacllan commia- 
sioDcra at tho Bcliring Sea arbitration, 
after his return to Canada, is taken from 
the Montreal Witness : 

*' Dr. Dawson, replying to an enquiry as 
to what ho thought of the award, said: 'I 
think thut th& result is aa favorable as 
could huvo been anticipated under the pro- 
visioiia of llio treaty and tho terms of tho 
([uoationa Biibmitted for decision. Tho ex- 
traordinary und wholiy untenable claims of 
right succcBsively advanced by tho United 
States in various forms have been severally 
negatived, with tlio result of discrediting 
the diplomatic methods of that country and 
supporting in its entirety the position 
held throughout by Great Brithin and 
by Canada. If, us reported in tho press, 
the legal gentlemen representing tho United 
StIVtoa in Paris are satisfied with auoh a re- 
sult, tboy are very easily satistiod, for it is 
inconceivable that an hocorabie nation 
should advance merely fictitious claims, 
known to be such, for the purpose of even- 
tually obtaining some subsidiary advantage 
M a muke-weight,* 

■What do you think of the regulations 
adopted by the Board for the proteotion of 
tho seals ?' 

'The question of regulations suitnble for 
the protection and preservation of tho fur- 
seals stood on an entirely diflfer- 
pnt basis from that of tho question 
o. \[;ht. Aa explained by Sir Charles Rus- 
sell, in the course of his speech before the 
tribunal, this was not a matter to bo decid- 
ed by tho arbitrators as jurists, but to be 
determined as between just men in tho 
light of tho facts und tho rival industries. 
Tlieru can be no doubt that tho arbitrators 
have endeavored to fix a code of regulations 
in that spirit. Both Great Britain and tho 
United States were agreed in the wish to 
afford B-ime protection to tho fur-seal, but 
they were unable to agree as to tho degree 
and method of protection desirable or neces- 
sary. Had tho British and United States 
commissioners who investigated the facts 
and discussed regulations previous to tho 
meeting oi the arbitration court been ab'o 
to reach common ground on thia question, 
their recommendations would have been 
without doubt accepted, and, failing it, the 
duty of formulating regulations devolved 
upon the arbitrators.' 

• But upon what basis do tho arbitrators 
ground tho regulations as formulated V 

The representatives of the United States 
took exireme grounds on tho question of 
regulation, demanding nothing less than the 
complete prohibition of pelagic sealing. 
This WP.3 clearly untenable, and has been 
found so by the arbitrators. But in holding 
this extreme contention the representatives 
of tho United States praotioaliy debarred 
themselves from offering any- useful recom. 
' mendationa looking towards a compromlss 
of interests of a . workable kind. Thus, ex- 
cept in so far'^ as ' the ' arbitrators^'have 
adopted methods of: regulation propoaed-on 
the part of Great Britain, they were left to 
their .own initiative.' 

'And what ia your opinion of the 
methods of regulation proposed and 
adopted V 

' In my opinion the methods of regula- 
tion proposec Great Britain were the 

best possible Icr the circumstances and 
in view of oui ^ewledge of the facta. If 
these were beli \ to be insufficient in 
amount they wo. susceptible of being made 
moro stringent on tho same lines. In so far 
as tho arbitrators have departed from these 
lines they have entered on u region of ex- 
periment. It ia ditiicult to undoratund 
upon what grounds some of the regulations 
proposed have been framed, and it is im- 
possible to say now exactly what iho net re- 
sult of the regulations as a whole will be. 
The rnoBt evident point is that by their 
very nature they will be very difficult to 
enforce or carry out.' 

' What will l)Q tho result of tho enforce- 
ment of these regulations '!' 

' Tho first result will undoubtedly bo a 
heavy blow to pelagic sea'- '; '-'.m methods 
of which will now require to k more or le.ss 
completely revolutionized. It ,8, therefore, 
probable that tho pelagic catch of next sea- 
son will bo small, but uB the industry ac- 
commodates itself to tho new conditions, it 
is likely to increase from year to year till 
it reaches a certain average limit. Without 
counting tho catch which may be made in 
each year, before tho first day of May, along 
the coast, there will be, at least, six weeks 
of good sealing, beginning on August 1, in 
Bebring Sea. '£he enterprise and pluck of 
the British Columbian sealers will undoubt- 
edly lead them to make the best use of tho 
time and methods prescribed,' 

' How will the prohibition of the use of 
firearms affect the industry 1 ' 

*Ihe prohibition of tbe use of fire-arms in 
Behriog sea will inevitably deprive a num- 
ber of white hunters of the means of making 
a living, and these men are of a Superior 
class as a rule, by no means hostes liumani 
generic, as they have been described in the 
sounding terms of the argument of tbe 
United States. On the other hand, Indian 
hunters accustomed to use the spcur will bo 
at a premium.' 

' Do you consider that these rules for the 
regulation of seal killing will to any extent 
tend to preserve the Reals in Behring 8ea ? ' 

' Our investigations show conclnsivoly 
that heretofore tho groiitest injury to the 
ooal tiahery has rL'3uUe<l from ex'oca.iive kil- 
ling ami earele.s.'i n)ethoda upon tho I'ribylolf 
lel'inds, where the seals luud to breed eucli 
year. Heing within tho territorial limits of 
the United titatea the regulation of sealing 
upon those islands was not submitted 
to the (Inciaion of tho arbitrators, but 
as tho United States may now re- 
ly upon moro than ndi-ijuntii ex- 
ternal protection, it remains for the 
Government of that country to cany out its 

Professions with regard to killing there, 
'he responsibility with regard to the future 
prosperity of seal life now rests mainly 
with the United States, ond if tho seals do 
not incroaso and multiply it will bo hccauao 
of their acts upon tho islands.' 

Dr. Dawson remarked that lie observed o, 
regrettable tendency both in Canada und 
the United States to make the award of tho 
arbitrators a politioaK^ttestion as between 
different administrations. He thought 
there was nothing to warrant any auoh view 
of the question. Thronghout the arbitra- 
tion the Imperial and Canadian authorities 
were wholly in accord, and every point was 
studied and argued before the Arbitration 
Conrt by the most eminent legal authorities 
of England and Canada. 

'I have,' concluded Dr. Dawson, 'no 
hesitation in saying that u aoparation of in- 
teresta na between (.heat Britain and 
Canada never so nuicli aa occurred to any- 
wic connected with tho case.' 



FAEEWELL TO ABERDEEN. 

Addresses Prescntoil to Lord and Lady Aber- 
deen at Hftddo House Before They 
Loft for Canada. 

(Canitlian Oazotto, Auf;. 17.) 
EJA special interest attached to the annual 
gulhering at Haddo house, last week, bo 
cause it was known to bo tho last occasion 
on which Lord and Lady Aberdeen would 
appear there in a publio capacity till their 
return from Canada. Everything favored 
the gathering. The weather was excellent, 
and during tbe day amusemehta were in- 
finite, including Prince Bendoc, ventrilo- 
quist; Profeaaor Paul, glass-blowing exhibi 
tion; a distance phonograph; steam gallop 
ers, and all kinds of shooting ranges und 
awings. Mr. Duckworth, the organiser, had 
also arranged for a pie hunt in tho ring; 
but the S.P.C.A. interfered, and stopped 
the proposed performanoe. Mr; Duckworth 
then suggested a bear hunt, and, as he him- 
self was the bear, no one donld . interfere. 
From early morn, carta were to be seen 
wending their way towards Hoddo House, 
drawn by gaily decked horses, and filled 
with farm servants radiant with expeotant 
enjoyment. No fewer than 400 machines of 
ono kind and another, including four-in- 
hands, brakes, 'buses, oto., camo from 
Aberdeen, while of safety bicycles there 
were over 800, representing in value over 
£S,000. Of visitors there were in all 12,000 
adults, to say nothing of tho swarm of 
children, and they must have hiul a 
very happy time. As formerly, all the 
licensed houses within a radiua of seven 
miles were closed all day, and only temper- 
ance refreshments were supplied on tho 
ground. Theao were, iia formerly, under 
tho superintendence of Lady Aberdeen's 
Ladies' Working Party, and were served 
from Lord Aberdeen's spacious open mar- 
quee erected near tho centre of the ground. 
The counter was served by over fifty ladies 
belonging to the Working Party, while 
luncheon and teas wore supplied in & scpar- 
ato marquee. It is st&ted that fully 580 
do/.cn of lemonade and such beverages were 
uKcd, with a proportionikte amount of tea 
uiid bread, oake, etc. 

"onward and upward." 
The day was not, of course, filled up with 
games and feasting alono. There was the 
distribution of prizes by Lady Aberdeen in 
the course of tho afternoon. Mr. William 
Gibson, M. P. for Lincoln, Ontario, in the 
Dominion Parliament, who, with his family, 
is staying with his relatives in Peterhead 
hia native town, was presented to hia lord 
ship, and met with a cordial reception 
Subsequently I^ady Aberdeen ■ ddressed the 
me. libers of the Ouwari _.,u L)'pward Asso 
elation who were present, and gave prizes 
to tho local winners in the competitions of 
tho association. In tho course of her speech 
Lady Aberdeen said; "The main objeet 
for which our Association is formed is, as 
Dr. Lyman Abbot told us the other day at 
our annual meeting, to build up character, 
to carry our motto, ' Onward and upward,' 
before us in every part of our lives, in all 
our work and all our plooaures; and when 
we are told by tho various branches thot we 
may truly aay that during the eleven years 
that we have been at work there has been 
an onward and upward tendency amongst 
our girls, amongat all those who belong to 
us, I know that we all here feel very, 
very thankful. But also we will not 
rest satisfied with what has been 
done; we must always try to go on and 
and on. Dr. Lyman Abbott finished hia 
address to us the^other day by telling us a 
motto which belongs to an association 
America called the Helping Hand associa- 
tion. Their motto is (and I want you to 
remember it) — 'Look up, not down; look 
forward, not backward; look out, not in, 
and lend a hand.' I like those last three 
words above all. If we aro getting some 
good ourselves out of the association, wo 
must take care to lend a hand to help some 
body else 'onward and upward' too. 

Then an address was presented to Lady 
Aberdeen by tho members of the Asaocia- 
tiou, together with a beautifully illuminated 
album, containing portrait groups of work 
ing parties of the Association in different 
parishes, as well as local views. In the 
course of her reply. Lady Aberdeen said : 
" In regard to tho personal words which 
have been addressed, I am sure I feel I am 
very unworthy of what you have said, and 
I really have got nothing to say, Theao 
associations wiiich have presented mo with 
this address and album were formulated for 
tho purpose of being a help to one another ; 
and 1 can assure you your words will be a 
true inspiration to mo in future to bo moro 
worthy of what you have said.

Lo'd Aberdeen's turn for u speech caino 
in good time, and he put it to good account. 
During hia speech ho said : " Some years 
ago I took part in the opening of a great 
agricultural show at Toronto, Canada; it 
was eutimated that there were a hundred 
thouaand people present, but no intoxicat- 
ing liijuors of any kind were allowed on 
tho ground, and everybody seemed to bo 
perfectly contented. I should like to ex- 
press the acknowledgments of the commit- 
tee, in which I moat heartily abaro, regard- 
ing tho public-spiritod action of thoso who 
hold licenses in the district, who have for 
tho public convenience closed their pre- 
m'jes thia day." 

A vote of thanks to tho Dowager Count- 
esa of Aberdeen was carried and responded 
to by Lord Aberdeen on behalf of his 
mother, and dancing and rousio closed a 
most enjoyable day.

no W TO MEND MA TTERS.\ 

The city's alTairs are in a bad way. The 
universal complaint ii that the Council, as 
a whole, is lamentably incapable. Becont 
revelations, we are pained to see, give 
grounds for the suspicion that something 
more and worse than incapacity prevents 
tho Council from doing its work elleotively 
and for the general good. But though this 
is known and talked about the electors are 
apathetic. They seem to forget that they 
have it in their power to bring about a 
bettor atato of things. The civic electors 
do not aeem to realize that tho City Council 
ia a thing of their own creation, and that 
whether it is good or bad it is such as they 
have made it. Xhe men who compose it 
are all of their choosint;. If they have been 
apathetic and careless as to the char- 
acter and capacit}' of tho men 
into whose handa they place the 
management of the city's afliira, who are 
to blame if the city's work is neglected or 
badly and dishonestly done ? There ia but 
one answer to this question, and we would 
like to hear the civic electors answering it 
fully, frankfully and truthfully. When 
they do this, when they are convinced that 
they themaelvea are in a very great measure 
responsible for the defectiveness of their 
city government, we shall hope to see tho 
beginning of the reform which all see is so 
greatly needed. But.as long as the citizens 
continue to bo careless as to whom they 
elect as city councillors, so long will the af 
fairs of the city be badly managed in every 
way. 

When tho time cornea that the citizens 
will be careful to elect none but good men 
— men of fair business c&pacity and tried 
integrity — to the council, and when capa 
ble men see it to be their duty 
to make some sacrifices for the common 
good and allow themselves to be placed in 
nomination for seats at the Council board, 
there will be good hope that this city will 
become what it ia capable of beinj; niiuie 
tho moat delightful place of resilience on tho 
continent of America. But thia neceasary 
work must be begun and continued by the 
electors themselves. As long as they 
neglect their part of the work it ia folly for 
them to blame tho Councils of their own 
making for being what they are. 

It should bo remembered that thoro 
is no magic in the chairs of 
the Mayor and Counoillora. They cannot 
convert am&Il and narrow-minded men into 
liber^kl, intelligent and broad-minded ad- 
ministrators and legislators. They cannot 
make diehoneat men honest, or aelliali and 
greedy nion liberal and public-spirited 
What tho men were when they were private 
citizens, they will be when they become 
members of the City Council. It would ba 
needless to remind the electors of this manl 
feat truth, if they did not every year act as 
if they expected election to tho Council to 
olloct a tranaformation nothing leaa than 
miraculous. But the age of miracles is past, 
and the citizens, if they wish their oivio 
affairs, to be well managed, mnat realize in 
the liveliest manner that they cannot have 
a good City Council out of bad or 6ven poor 
.material. 



A GOOD MAN. 



Wo trust that tho oleotora of tho Nortli 
Ward will give Mr. Caleb Bishop a gener- 
al and a hearty rapport. He la well known 
in the ward to be a most estimable man. 
Hia integrity ia undoubted ; ho is publio- 
apirited, and having retired from active 
business he will, if elected, have plenty of 
timo to devote to tho performance of hia 
public duties. Mr. Bishop ia a man who 
will have no axea to grind in tho Council, 
and it ia quite certain that he will not help 
othera to grind their axea. Thia of itself, 
aa thinga are, ia a atrong reoommendallon. 



StJLFISI/NESS IN POLITICS. 

Anyone who contemplates the situation in 
tho United States must be atruok by tho 
aeltisbneaa and the iudilTerence to the gen- 
eral EulForing exhibited by many of its poli- 
ticians. Although tho country, from ono 
end to tho other, feela painfully tho prevail- 
ing stringency, and although it ia prodaoing 
tho moat disastrous eilects, yet some of the 
Senators eoolly and deliberately exert all 
their powers to prevent Congress from ap- 
plying what tho great maaa of tlin penpin 
believe to bo the only elTeotive remedy. 
Harper's Weekly is greatly struck with thia 
aspect of tho aituation, and in an article, 
very appropriately headed "Enemiea of tho 
Public Welfore," says : 

We einnot remember in the political his- 
tory of any country an exhibition of more 
undisguised, ginring private ael[i.iliui:sa, aa 
ugainat tho public welfare, tlian we lind in 
the uttitiule of llie ailver kings and tiieir 
uttoriioyB in the Senate of tho United 
Status. The diatruaa caused by tho present 
liLiKincaa erisia ia growing at a allocking rate; 
from day to day more and more failures of 
buaincaa concerns, that would be perfectly 
solvent but for the difficulty of obtaining 
money on good seourity; more and more 
manufacturing establiahmenta closed, and 
more and more thouaanda of working men 
turned into the street for the same reason. 
And nobody can tell how far the 
ruin may spread, unless aomething ba 
done to remove the oauas of the general 
distrust. What that something should 
consist in ia pointed out by the almost 
unanimous voice of the busineaa oommanity 
all over tho country. There ia not a town 
large enough to have a chomber of com- 
nierco or a board of trade. East or West, 
North ur Soutli, only excepting the silver 
producing, States, that has not in the moat 
emphatic lunHuaao called for tho prompt re 
peal of the ailver-purchaaing cUuso of the 
Sherman Act aa tlie very first thing ueeca 
sary to allay the prevailing distrust, and to 
render possible a revival of tliat confidence 
without which busineaa cannot prosper. 
The very fact of tho generality of thia de- 
mand provea, under existing circumstancoa, 
that the remedy asked for ia the right ono. 
Want of confidence ia the source of the 
trouble. Wlien now all claaaea of the buai- 
ncaa community declare with subatantial 
unanimity that by a certain act their con- 
fidence will be restored, when, in other 
words, the money men, whoae confidonca is 
to bo revived, say that thia act will do it, 
then it ia certainly the thing to be done. 

It ia, neverthelees, not done, and no one 
can say with certainty whether or not it 
will be done. There ia, however, one thing 
beyond donbt, and that is it will never be 
done if by any means, fair or foul, tho op- 
ponents of repeal in the Senate can prevent 
it. A few men in that body are setting 
their opinions and their interests against the 
wishes and convictions of what ia best for 
the country of the great majority of the in- 
telligent men of the United States. Is 
there any one who can honestly affirm 
that this opposition to tho general desire, 
thia uae of the power which it can almost bo 
said accident has placed in their hands, ia 
attributable to a sincere, if mistaken, re- 
gard for what la beat for the common go«d? 
If a few men in the Senate can anooeed in 
defeating the well-underatood wiahea of the 
people, what becomea of tho boast, which 
wo so often ho%r, that the United States is 
a country in which tho people are aovereignt 
Now, if any, ia the time for the people to 
exert their sovereignty, but can they}

Barkebviixk, Aug. 125.— Tkiote is every 
likelihood that next spring will bring a 
great improvement in tbe miniog industry 
of Upper Curiboo. Two new oompuniea of 
considerable capital have been formed to 
work WilUams and Willow Creeks. Mr. 
A. 13. Wbittier, wlio bM been, in Eioglimd 
iov Bonie time, has' sucoeoded in' iiiteresting 
.several Britiali capitalists in Williams Cieuk, 
and is now on his way to Barkorville to 
complete arrangenienta, having left Kow 
York yesterday. It is the iutontion of this 
company to work the deep ground of the 
creek below Barkerville, wlieru were the 
richest diggings of early days. The ground 
will bo worked by the hydraulic jotliug pro- 
cess, having a pressure of 550 feet. The 
requisite machinery lias already been 
ordered, and will be brouglit up during the 
winter. 

Mr. Geo. F. Law, of Montreal, represent- 
ing Eastern capitalists, has leased ouo and 
ft half miles of Willow river. The Govern- 
ment boring machine, that did service a few 
years ago ou the Thompson river, will bo 
used to test the ground, which will eventu 
ally bo worked iu much the same manner aa 
Slough Creek. Operations will bo com- 
mencod ne.x;t spring. 

Last seaaou Mr. Kdward .Slieppnrd, on 
Sheppard Creek, eight miles norlliwest of 
Barkervillu, took out SI, 1200. This year ho 
has been making proparalions for working 
on a more extensive scale. Ho has brought 
up a now flume to work tho deep ground. 
There is any amount of good gravel in 
aight, and Mr. Sheppard now foela certain 
that fortune is not far away. His brother 
also has a good prospect on tho eamo 
creek. Ttie Tenderfoot claim, owned by 
some Nanaimo parties, adjoins that of Mr. 
Sheppard, They have run a tunnel for 
eomo distance, and are now in good pay 
gravel at a depth of 28 feet. Next to the 
last named company a number of Barker- 
ville gentlemen have taken up 2,200 feet of 
ground. At present this company is paying 
into the Tendetfoat, in order to have that 
claim thoroughly prospected. 

The l<:ye-0]pener olAltn,on Williams Creek, 
just opposite Barkerville, liaa this year 
shown itself to be a good prospect. Up to 
the ni(;ht of the 3rd inst., 128 ounces had 
been taken out. 

On Nelson creek, the Ah Kow claim 
(Chinese) made over |}6,U00 for the work of 
five men. The Chinese company on Davis 
creek have not been so fortunate, although 
they more than paid expenses, having made 
a washup of over sixty ounces. 

The South Wales Company, on Lightning 
creek, after a long and hard tight wiih slum 
and water, are at last feeling that success is 
about to crown their efforts. Every week 
is DOW bringing them a neat little pile of 
tho yellow dust. 

Last week, a p;irty consistiog of four men, 
with proviaioDs for six weeks, started out 
on u prospecting trip from Barkerville to 
Goat river and vicinity. 

Mr. Charles Ramos and wife returned to 
Slough creek this week. On the same stage 
was Jlr. W. J. Magec, one of the di- 
rectors of tho Slough Creek Mining 
Company. Mr. Magee, in company with 
C. H. Cobb, Albert Morris and John Hopp, 
has taken a contract to sink the main shaft. 
All the necessary machinery, consisting of 
two .'iO h. p. boilers, a largo steam pump, 
and ono 12 h. p. hoisting engine, has been 
ordered from Toronto, and is due at Ash- 
croft by the last of September. Later on, 
a sesond pump will be secured. Mr, Magee 
returnjs below by the first stage, but will bo 
back again in the course of three or four 
weeks, when operations will be rapidly 
pushed. 

Stakley, Aug;. 25.— Considerable inter- 
est is tteginning to be taken in the election 
to fill the vaoanoy in the Legislature, Last 
week, Mr. Adams held meetings in Barkef- 
ville iud Stanley. He announces himself 
as a supporter of tho Government, in favor 
of any hona Jide railway proposition for

Tbis evening lit, Wi A. Johafida ttddrcss- 
bi. the residents of Stanley. He also an- 
nounoed himself as a supporter of the pre- 
sent administration, believing its policy to 
be fair and liberal to the district. He will 
favor, if elected, a liberal support being 
given to a railway running through the dis- 
trict, especially if it be a transcontinental 
lino; more restrictions being placeil en Cliin- 
eao inmiigration; any measure that will tend 
to lessen the taxation on prospeclort-; and a 
more liberal policy toward opening up, l)y 
good roada, the undeveloped rosourota of 
tho district. Ho expressed himself in favor 
of keeping tho Capital where it is, ami of 
the new i'arltament buildings, but did not 
altogether approve of the manner iu which 
the measure was brought about. 

A good crowd was in tho liall to liear Mr. 
Johnson, and in tho course of hia renuirks 
lie was several times interrupted willi an. 
plause. 

As soon as Mr. Johnson aat down, Mr. 
Adams, who was in the hall, was culled on. 
Ho made a very short address, excusing 
himself on the plea that ho had told hia 
views to tho good people of Stanley only a 
few days before. 

Although there are two other candidates,

it ia generally thought that tho coutc.it will 
bo chiefly between Mr. Johnson and Mr, 
Adams. It will be a case of personal popu- 
larity, as the views held by both gentlemen 
are so nearly alike that it would be a hatd 
matter to choose between them.

CLEVELAND'S CANCBE. 

A New York Dentist Xnys Ho Assisted at the 
Operiitloii i'erfonned ou 
tho President. 

New York, Aug. 30.— The publication of 
the story concerning tho surgiool operation 
on President Cleveland, which was cur- 
rently rumored two months ago, has 
brought out a statement from Dr. Ferdinand 
Hasbrouck, a dentist Dr. Hasbrouok 
consented to talk for publication, and said : 

" I have read the article which purports 
to give an account of President Cleveland's 
diaouso and the operation performed upon 
him. Tho publication calls, I think, for an 
authoritative statement. The President's 
disease ia, or was — for tho operation 
may have been successful in remov- 
ing it — a growth in tho bonea of his 
left upper juw and tho adjoining bones 
of tho nose. The operation cunbialed in re- 
moving the diacaaod portions of the i)one, 
and was performed about 10::(0 o'clock on 
tho morning of Saturday, .July 1, while tho 
Preaidont was on board Mr. Benedict's 
yacht, tho Oneida. I want to say that I 
don't think tho disease ia the same as that 
which caused tho death of Gen. Grauc. Dr. 
Bryant, another surgeon whom I will not 
name, and myself went on board tho yacht 
at this city ou Friday night, the night be- 
fore tho operation. Ic is not true, as has 
been published, that tho President went 
immediately to bed on coming on board that 
night. He sat on deck for a time smoking a 
cigar, and seemed perfectly composed and 
at ease. The next day at about 10 o'clock 
tho President prepared himself for tho knife. 
He was still entirely comijoaed and cheerful. 
He lay down, announced that he was ready, 
and I administered nitrous oxide to him. Ho 
responded to the anesthetic promptly and 
was soon unconscious. In order to enable 
the surgeons to cut away tho bone, which 
was tho seat of the disease. I extracted 
two bicuspid teeth from the left side of the 
upper jaw. The surgeons then took charge. 
There was no external incision in tho Eeah 
of the face, the operators working entirely 
within the oayity of the mouth. The seat 
of the diseased growth was in the lower 
bonea of the nose and in the adjoining bone 
tissue on the left side of the upper jaw. 
Piece by piece perhaps an inch or more of 
it was removed. While tho operation was 
in progress the President revived from the 
effects of the anesthetic, and I was obliged 
to aditiiniater it to him a seooiid time. Mr. 
Cleveland stood the oiide very well, and no 
bad etTeots were produced by it. He rallied 
very quickly. Tho operation, so far as I 
could see, was an entire success ; the loss of 
blood was not great." 

Dr. Hasbrouck waa then askrd ! " Is tho 
diseaae of the President curablii To this 
he replied: "I have no doubt of it, pro- 
vided it was attended to in tirn--., and that 
was the object of the operation. ,jMiough of 
the bone tissue was cut to make .certain that 
the entire extraneous growth ht(l beeu re- 
moved." 

" Is the diacaao canceroua in its aattire 1 " 
" That I will not say," replied Dr. flaa- 
brouck. " Tl]at ia for Dr. liryant to cay, 
and it could only be determined Ijy micro- 
scopical examination of tho diaoased bono 
removed. What the mioroacopicul examina- 
tion has disclosed I have not definitely 
heard. I understand, however, that the 
President is progressing as well os could be 
expected. I hnve seen worse cases and, so 
for as I know, they aie living yet. It only 
remains now for Dr. Bryant tO state what 
tho microscopical investigation rovcalu con- 
cerning the ohoracter of the malady." 



A TEST OF ENDURA^^CE. 

Silver Senatora Will right Hard and long 
Against Betieal of tho Sherman 
Purchase Clause. 

WASiiiSdTON, Aug. ,S1.— The silver de- 
bate in the Senate is to bo made a test of 
physical endurance. This, at least, is the 
programme which the senatora from the 
silver States announced. 'Teller, of Colo- 
rado, says he has brought hia winter 
clothes with him and will wear them be- 
fore unconditional repeal of the silver hill 
ia passed. But the senators from the silver 
.States seem to stand alone in this deter- 
mination. Their opponents say they will 
not bo aided to any great extent by the 
free coinage Democrats. Most of tbcni, it 
is believed, agree with Hill that to 
filibuster on this question would be 
to lower tho character of the 
Senate and diminish public respect for its 
deliberations. Threats analogous to those 
ascribed to tho silver men, say tho anti- 
ailveritce, have been heard before in tho 
iSenato on other burning public (luoations, 
but somehow, after two or three weeks' 
talk and continuous all-night seasions, com- 
promises have been reached and an agree- 
ment cnterud into for a vote to l)o taken at 
a fixed time. Little doubt is entertained 
l)y the );old standard men that this will b-) 
the result in this instance. Should tho de- 
bate be unreasonably prolonged the contest 
may be temporarily trapaferrod from the 
silver question to an amendment of the 
Senate rules to permit cloture. The mana- 
gers of tho Buti-ailvor campaign in the 
House aio sure tho Senate will puss the 
VoorhecH bill as a aubstitute for tho 
\Vilson bill, wluch passed tho House. 
When the VoorheoB bill comes over from 
tho Senate it would naturally be referred 
to the committee on coinage, but this 
committee is bitterly hostile to repeal, so 
it will not be sent there if it can be avoided. 
Tlie gold standard men think they have 
found a means to evade this under the new 
rules. The bill, when received, does not 
require consideration In committee of tho 
whole, involving no appropriation. It ia 
expected a motion will be made to concur 
in the Senate amendment and it is expected 
the bill will bo quickly passed. Hon. W. 
Ij. Wilson, author of tho repeal bill in the 
House, receivotl tlio following telegram 
from tlie President on its passage by tho 
House: "Please accopt for yourself and aa- 
sociatea in tho aclnevoment my hearty con- 
gratulutiona and sincoro thanka." 

Tho Treasury Department waa yesterday 
offorod 200,000 ounces of silver at 71;J to 
cents, and purobasod .30,000 ounces at 
"•1;/ centa. Tho same price waa tendered 
for tho remainder.

rnflles o7i the sleeves, and tho wide Marie 
Antoiiirtte liclui. 

Tiiere is no mistalUng the fact tliat 
tho multipl 3 flounced dress is going to 
have a rage as sudden as it will bo gen- 
eral, r.nd it will not bo confined to light 
material, for black silks and even yelvet 
are being covered ^vith them. 

Tho rutllos on tho lioa%-ier materials 
will have to bo cut bias to hang well, 
but others look quite as well ou tho 
straight and are far less trouble; 

One very pretty fancy was to have 
nan'ow black laco over a maizo satin 
duchess, and, by tho way, satin duch- 
ess is to bo one of the most popular fab- 
rics for fiill and winter.

Jler chubby sister of 4 had a percalo 
frock, blue and white, made to rctich 
her ankles and having two ruffles and 
blno rosettes set around tho slrirt.

The skirt 
was full and empire hlitipo tiiid trimmed 
with bbi" bands of bengaline, each bor- 
dered with a narrow line of black silk 
soutache. 

There was a white china silk waist, 
and opening over this in a deep V was a 
jacket of the same material, witli all tho 
trinniiings of iibie Ijengaliue. As a 
trimming bengaline is a success, but as 
much ctiniiot be said for it as a dress 
material, except where one desires a 
very rich effect, which will bo tampora- 
ry, as bengaline is not a durable sillc.

It takes a dollar's worth of 
whalebones to fit ti dress these dtiys, as 
whalebone is very scarce ;uul dear, tind 
tho steel and other contrivances they 
have do not answer the purpose well, tis 
they soon lose shape, so that, considering 
tho amount of bones used in the number 
of dresses a fashionable young laih' re- 
quiri.>s, corsets tiro very much cheaper 
iind (luite as healthy, if not more so. 

That reminds me that tho newest in 
corsets is to have a stout framework in 
light steel made to conform to what 
fashion says a woman's figure should be, 
and around this the stitin or cotitillo is 
sewn tmd quilted \\-itli pretty colored 
silks in fancy jiattenis. It is but fair to 
say that tho form is not altogether bad, 
and the}" are quite as comfortable as any 
other kind. Some corsets now have an 
oval phito of Jinely woven wire set in 
over each hip to keep them from breaking 
at tho hips. 

Black and red stitin corsets are tho 
favorites, and tho coutilles are mostly 
for those who require durability.

A'FIRST-CLASS STATION. 

The New (^uarautiue at William Head 
Almost Complete in All Its 
Details. 



Sometbingr Abont the Excellent Ar- 
raugrement— Accommodation for 
Auy Emergency. 



Ever since tho smallpox epidemic, of last 
year, the general public has taken a keen 
interest in questions of public health, and 
tho particular point to which most attention 
has been directed was tho quarantino sta- 
tion, which, OS the 'Paoifio outpost of tho 
Dominion, must necessarily bo made invul- 
nerable if another such calamity was to be 
averted. To 'this end the most urgent re- 
presentations were jnade to the Dominion 
Government on the subject. Messrs. T. 
Earle and E. G. Prior, M.P.'a, used every 
meaua in their power to convince tho autho- 
rities at Ottawa that a first-clasa station 
was needed, and their oilorts having been 
backed up in every conceivable way by tho 
Provincial and Municipal authorities, tho 
result was that at tho last seaaiou of 
Parliament a sum was placed in tho csti- 
mates to have tho work <;arried out. 

One of uie lirat matters to bo decided 
upon after it was knowu that the money 
waa to bo voted, was tho site. Albert 
Head, whero tho old atation ia loc.ited, 
waa not regarded aa tsuitablo, there 
being certain drawbacks which would 
greatly increaao tho expense both of con- 
struction and of maintenance. About thia 
time \^ illiam Head, some five or six milea 
further west, waa suggested. Dr. Muo- 
naughton ,Iones, the Dominion (juarautine 
ollicer, and Mr. F. C. (Iiunble, local ngout 
of the Public Works Department, both re- 
ported favorably, while Admiral Ifotham, 
C. B., at that time in command at this sta- 
tion, added his commendation through the 
report of an oHicial survey party he sent 
down to make a careful examination. Some 
time was loat whilo these preliminaries 
were being arranged, but tho site was finally 
decided upon, and Mr. Gamblo waa then 
called to Ottawa to consult with the 
authorities as to tho plana, etc. After his 
return, no time was loat in calling for ten- 
dcra, and the actual work waa commenced 
about tho 1st of May, such excellent pro- 
gress having been made, that the place will 
be ready for occupancy in about three 
weeks, or possibly less. 

Albert Head is the high jutting 
point of land between Parry Biy, 
on the cast, and Peddar Bay, on 
tho west. It is a rocky plateau, with u clean 
rise of 30 to -10 feet from tho high water 
mark, the lii^'heat points being probably 100 
to 150 feet above wn level. Though not by 
any means what may bo callfc<l heavily 
wooded, there are trees enough on the 
property to form shady groves hero and 
there, tho giant Douglas fir, tho sturdy oak 
and the inviting arbutus being the princi- 
pal varieties. The view from tho water is 
very pretty, and when one baa gone ashore 
and taken a look arouad, the only wonder 
expressed is that so lovely a spot should 
have been chosen. Here and theie around 
the shores are patches of fine gravelly beach, 
06mv!?t5!y 9hut ofT from each other by the 
high rooks intervening. The deep water 
wharf has been built on the Parry Bay side, 
and is really a very fine piece of workman- 
ship; in fact, as tho superintendent of con- 
struction, Mr. Willi^tm Lorimer, saya— 
and he is a thoroughly practical man — 
it ia the finest wooden structure of tho kind 
on tho coast- None better could bo built. 
This wharf is nearly 500 feet long and 40 
feet wide. At ita outer end there is a 
mean draught of water of 12 feet, which 
continues almost to tho insido end, where a 
rather abruptly rising shoal brings tho 
depth to only 'A- feet, which ia, however, 
auliioient for any ships afloat, steam or Bail, 
no matter how heavily laden. The piles 
used in building tho whaif were 7.1 to SO 
feet long, and every one of them has been 
driven down to rock bottom. More than 
this they are all copper covered from th 
bottom to abovo high water mark, and are 
thereby made aafo against tho insidious 
terodoea which would otherwise destroy 
them in a few years. Some idea of tho ex- 
tent of thia work may be had from tho fact 
that it required nearly 20,000 sheets of cop- 
per as covering. There are two slipa at 
convenient places for tho landing of freiglU, 
baggage, etc., or at low water to 
bo used as gangways from the vessels. 
The wharf is double braced in front 
and single braced from the back, making it 
as solid as possible. Along tho top of it 
runs a small railway, on which hand trucks 
are placed to take baggage and passengers' 
cfTeciB to the disinfecting house, at the east- 
ern end. This moat valuable and essential 
department of a firat-olaas quarsntine ata' 
tion, is a small frame building, with an an 
nex oontainiog a 50-horae power boiler. The 
disinfecting is to be done in a superheated 
steam chamber, built in Victoria by the 
Albion Iron Worka, from the same plans aa 
wore used for the appiiratua for tho Grosse 
Isle station. Tho truck, with tho baggage, 
or whatever ia to bo diainfected, run.i rigiit 
into tho chamber, the huge iron entrance 
doors aio then cloaed and bolted, and the 
steam turned on. No germ or ndcroho sur- 
vives thia exporienco, and when tlio Ijaggage 
cornea out it is mlc to go anywhere. Tiu; 
dioxide blaat, at present on the lOirlc, 
ia to be put on a moveable 
truck on the wharf and will be used for 
fumigating the ven.-iela that come ainngaido. 
The diaiijfccting houao is aubatantially built, 
with concrete and cement fioora. 

Tho western end of tho wharf leads to tho 
(|uarantine grounds proper, which comprise 
S(J acres. In-aooorcfanae with the sanitary 
recjuicemeDts there are provided a first-class 
hospital, and " suspect " stations or isola- 
tion rjuartors besides. The hospital ia, aa 
nearly as possible, in tho centre of tho prop 
crty. It ia built after the modern style of 
hospital architecture— a tWO Btory adminis- 
tration building in the centre with isolated 
w ings divided by a hallway from the main 
building. ^Tbe two-atorey port' on has ac- 
commodation for tho dootir, caretaker, 
matron and nuraoa, with a dispensary, large 
dining room with soparato sitting room in 
tho rear, and a largo kitchen, with proper 
sculleriee, pantrioa, etc. Tho wings are 
oaob divided into two wards of l.'i 
to 20 beds capacity, each excellent- 
ly lighterl and ventilated. Off each of 
tlieso wards is bath room, wash room, etc., 
and hero, as in fact throu(^hout the whole of 
the buildioss, there is hot and cold water. 
The bospitarbnildbg ia about ICO feet long 



by ',10 feet wide, a neat, but plain, atruoturo 
lathed and hard plastered, and made aa 
comfortable as tho uso to which it ia to bo 
devoted will permit. 

Between 300 and •100 yards west of tho 
hospital is the first-class suspeot station for 
European passengers. Thia building is 
more attractive in appearance than tho hos- 
pital, having long verandulia in front, with 
deep overhanging roofa. Tho main door 
opens into a largo dining room, which ia to 
be fitted with email tables, the same aa tho 
dining saloon of a veaaol. This takes up 
tho whole of the middle of tho building, 
except the rear, which is reserved for tho 
kitchen and pantry appointments. \\ ido 
hallways, running in both directions from 
the dining room, lead to tho bedrooma, 
in number sufiiciont to aceoin.T,&dato 
without crowding S-l people, and in 
design very much like tho first class nabius 
on a ship, except for tho fine largo window 
in each. Theso rooms are to be fitted with 
bunks furnished with mattrasses, etc., and 
will be very comfortable. They aro pro- 
vided with hot and cold wa)^r flowing into 
porcelain stationary wash basins, and have 
the advantage of privacy aa well as convoui- 
eucc. At the end of each hallway are bath- 
rooms, lavatories, etc. The heating of thia 
building will bo done by means of tho two 
large open fireplaces in the dining room, 
and, should it be necessary, stoves will be 
placed in the halls. 

The Japanese and Chinese suspect sta- 
tions aro separate buildinga as fur removed 
from tho hospitol as tho European quarters, 
but on tho opposite aide, overlooking tho 
aea, Tho Japanese building will ai.uniimin- 
date .'iOO, and the Chinese about .SUO, with- 
out undue crowding. Each building has 
its own kitchen, range, bathrooma and 
other conveniences, and is arranged 
to combine cleanliness with com- 
fort. IClaewhere on tho grounds a largo 
waahhouao haa been built, and later on it ia 
expected the Government will provide an 
incinerator for tho inirpoao of diapoaing of 
the bodioa of thoae who diu of infectioua or 
contagious diaeaaes. 

The roaidonce of the fjuarantine ofTiccr, 
who ia now ri quired to livo at tho atation, 
ia at the extreme wcatern end of the pro- 
perty, charmingly located on a ridge of 
rocks, giving a view on three sidea; at tho 
south, over the straita, whero tlio Race 
Rooks lighthouse, and thu lights of Port 
Angeles may bo seen; on tho north over 
Peddar bay, now adorned by tho wreck of 
tho Tupper, and on the west over Parry 
bay and tho ranches of Metohosin. The 
residence is a two-story building well laid 
out, with five rooms upstairs, largo dining 
room, drawing room, otiico, kitchen, etc., 
and below all, a first-class brick and stone 
collar. Thero are spacious verandahs on 
three sides of the house, and when the 
omplo grounds surrounding aro improved 
and cultivated, the home will be a delight- 
ful one, with environmeuta of rare beauty 
such aa are to be seen in few localities. 

Two of the essentials of a first-class quar- 
antine station are a plentiful supply of pure 
water and reliable sewerage. Both of these 
have been provided. The water supply 
comes from a lake about thrett and a half 
miles from the atation. Here the ' Govern- 
ment has had a dam built and the lake 
cleared, so that the water wilt be pure. A 
four-inch main runs to the grounds, where 
the supply is distributed to each of the 
buildings. The contingency of tire, a brc.ai: 
in tho main, or any stoppage of tho water, 
has been provided for by placing in Ciioh 
building a separate tank, of' Iorg6 capacity, 
(»nd by buildi'ag a aeparato tank of 22,0110 
gallons capacity— all of which supplies will 
bo available in caso of accident. Each 
building has its own main sower running 
into tho sea. The pipes are the 
regulation make of the B. C. Terra Cotta 
Co, They run from the buildings to the 
bank, whero connection is made with caat- 
iron pipes that aro run away out to below 
low tide. All tho buildings aro on brick 
and stono foundaticna, and are dry, airy 
and comfortable. 

It will surprise many people to know how 
complete and convenient the new quaran- 
tine station is. The excellent arrangement 
of the buildings, the Selection of the site, 
and the designing of the buildings are a 
credit to tho Publio Worka Department and 
the resident agent, Mr. F, G. Gamble; 
while to Mr, William Lorimer, who 
has auperintended the oonatruotion and 
looked after the details, is due to a 
large extent, the excellent work done con- 
stituting it, it ia claimed, one of tho beat 
Government jobs on record. The contract- 
or for the wharf was Mr. ,J. Leaniy; for 
the hospital and suspect stations, Measrs. 
Bishop it Sherbourno, and for the doctor's 
residence and dieinfecting house, Mr. Geo, 
Farlane. Throughout tho whole of t,he 
work there haa been no hitch, and when, 
in three weeks or leoa, tho fifty odd work- 
men who have been engaged are rcleaacd, 
the quarantine .atation will be almost com- 
pleted, with not a aiiigle thing tn complain 
of. True enough, thero are a few re(|uire- 
ments yet to bo provided, but these, no 
doubt, will bo allowed Dr. Macnaugh'on 
Jones, who hopes in a year or leaa to have 
one of tho most tllicient stations of tho 
kind In America.

Air Their Eloquence at Victoria West 
and Discass Municipal 
Matters. 



Electric Li^ht, Fire Protection, Saw- 
era anil Other Matters Claim 
Attention. 



Thoro was no complaint of overorowding 
at tho meeting in Victoria West, last even- 
ing, in connection with the candidature of 
Mr. Caleb Bishop, as the attendance was 
limited. His Worship the Mayor and Aid. 
Bragg were present, as well as Mr. Robert- 
son, tho other candidate for the North ward. 
Mr. Warner and Mr. McKenzio were 
elected chairman and secretary respectively. 

Mr. Caleb Bialiop was the first to address 
tho meeting, devoting his attention first to 
the question ot lighting, which ia one of the 
main objects in Victoria West. Where ia 
the money to come from 1 There is no 
power to increase the power in 
the city to extend out to that 
place ; but thero is tho tramway company, 
from which pov/er can be got without any 
difliculty, and the speaker outlined thu 
necessary distribution of the lights ro- 
(juired. Then there was the question of 
tiro protection. There have boon several 
fires out thero lately, when it was found 
people were powerless to help themselves. 
Ho considored immediate steps should be 
taken to remedy this. The speaker also 
referred to the question of sidewalks, their 
danger to tho publio in some places, and 
their total absence in many cases. Great 
injustice had been done in this respect, as 
was instanced by tho work done on HiUaido 
avenue, tho Saanich ro*d, Cadboro Bay 
road and other places. One improvement 
was badly needed in tho sidewalk along tho 
KE(]uimalt road, which ia at picsent in a 
very dangerous state. The Council took 
thoae places into tho city, and know tho 
conditions which existed, but the people 
were asked to pay their ordinary taxea and 
afterwards expected to pay under tho 
Local Improvement system for theso neces- 
sary things. This was not fair; and tho 
speaker thought that tho people of Victoria 
VVest had a good honest claim, that some of 
the money paid in taxes should bo spent in 
tho locality. As regards the water supply, 
ho had tg say thut if tho Council would sup- 
ply and place hydranta, the people would 
tiud enough water without OOSt to the city. 
As to the sewerage, Mr. Bishop waa very 
sorry to hear that the surface drains had 
been turned to improper use. In passing 
he would express tho hope that some 
of the S2,5,000 raised for this pnrpose would 
find ita way out to Victoria West. He had 
heard that in opening this drain at one 
point, typhoid fever had broken out in two 
families, and tho chances aro that this ter- 
rible disease may apread. This should bo 
stopped immediately, and tho sewer used 
disinfected. Connection should be made 
with the aewera wlicro completed, at once. 
There waa no uae laying out a lot of money 
in tho construction of a sewer and then leav- 
ing that sower unused, and he therefore 
thought the brunches should havo been con- 
nected at the same time aa tho main sewer 
was being built, and thus save considerable 
trouble and expense. Tho taxation in the 
matter of the sewerage waa not eijual, a fact 
very evident in looking at the North Ward, 
Again there was tho unequal enforcement 
of the .Streets by-law. In conclusion, he 
would say that if the people thought him a 
fit and proper person to represent them, ho 
would bo hiippy to servo them. 

Mr, W,A, Robertson, the other candidate, 
referred to the une<|Ual disposition of the 
taxes. The alFairs of tlio Council aro in 
such a muddled shape, it is utterly impos- 
aildo to say how matters really arc. But 
thero is one thing certain, and that ia thero 
is extra taxation ; but what good had come 
of it, it would take a - mioroscope to dis- 
cover, for if the people want anything they 
aro pointed to the Local Improvement By- 
law, The whole trouble waa that we are 
under too muoh government. Municipal, 
Local, Dominion and Imperial, the lust 
being tho best, inasmuoh as it costs ua no- 
thing. These are times when everyone was 
curtailing expenses, and tho speaker would 
like to ank if tho Coun dl hud done any- 
thing towards lightening tho burden of 
the people '! If they had not done 
no, he maintained they should 
have, Mr. Koberlson also rollecled 
on tho une(|ual ropreacntation of tho North 
Ward in the t^iunioil, and also spoke of the 
question of the Indian Ueserve, This ia a 
matter tluU, should ho disposed of — in fact 
the city hhmild have this oroperty. Alno, 
there waa the Victoria \- Sidney railway, in 
connection wifli which the city had been 
ealleil upon to jiay a largo amount of money, 
llu did not thilik thu city should be 
" cinched " at all in tiiia matter. Mr. Rob- 
ertson bad noticed on the (/'ouncil bulletin 
board a notice to thu ell'.^ct that leave would 
be asked to turn sowago into tlio aurface 
drains. Ho did not think that thero would 
bo any great advantage in this, provided 
proper protootivo measures word taken. 
Reference waa also shortly made to the 
water supply, the speaker being of tho opin- 
ion that that, under tho present financial cir- 
Gumatanoes, tho beat should bo made of 
what the city has got. In connection with 
the overland railways, he thought the peo- 
ple would be guided by circumstances, but 
considered it would be to the interest of the 
city to guarantee a certain sum. He was 
opposed to the Local Improvement By-law, 
on the ground that it waa unfair. Had the 
city started in with suoh- a. meaanre,' It 
would bo all right. The contract trouble 
was also touched upon, and incidentally tho 
apeakor exprcaaed his diaapproval of any 
man being compollod to pay u tax for leave 
to work. 

Mr, Beaumont Bogga aaked front the 



candidatea an expression personally of their 
qualifioation, wbioh waa given. 

His Worship Mayor Beaven was called 
upon for a few words. With regard to 
the extension of the city limits, ho 
had not been a party to it, and 
he considered it was a great mistake that 
the people had acted as they did. In tho 
matter of tho Victoria & Sidney railway, 
tho ratepayers had voted on this, and if tho 
company did not meet their obligations the 
city had to protect its credit, i'lio conse- 
quence was that tho city had to pay out 
some nine or ten thousand dollars thia year, 
a sum which could havo been used to good 
advantage by tho Council for other pur- 
poses, Hia Worship wont into the queatiou 
of receipts and expenditure, and showed 
that the Council had spent up to the present 
some §12."), 000 over their receipts, which 
had to bo made up by the oloao of tho year. 

Afier having answered a number of ques- 
tions put by the meeting, Hia ^Vor8hip waa 
followed by Aid. Bragg, who went into an 
exhuuativo explanation of hia poaition in 
connecLlon with the late contract trouble. 
Mr. Bogus put Aid. Bragg through a severe 
catechising on this subject, words just get- 
ting warm between tho two when tho chair- 
man interfered, and tho Mayor replied to 
Eon-,0 remarks of Aid. Bragg. 

The usual votes brought the proceedings 
to a close.
